Colnran» For 8, New CathedraL 


One of the most Interesting archi- 


tectural features of the new cathedral 
of St. John the Divine In New York 
•when finished will be ifcs 32 massive 
granite columns, says CasseUrs. Maga- 
zine. The architects* plan called for 
sneli giant columns that It was found 
HP-pessary to build a special lathe to 
turn them. Tlie lathe is by far the 
largest in the -world and is a unique 
piece of macbineiy. It is S6 feet in 
length, weighs 133 tons and swings 6 
feet 6 inches by 60 feet It has eight 
cutters, each taking a three Inch cut, 
so that a column Is reduced two te&t 
each time the cutters traverse the en- 
tire length oC the bed. The corners «* 
the stone are rougblr hewn off by 
hand before it Is plaeed In the lathe 
It takes six weeks to dress and polist 
a column.

where still water may gather. 
In the 


surrounding ground every permanent 
pool and every swamp area should be 
charted and the method of troatroent 
determined upon. Permanent pools not 
used for watering stocfe should he 
treated with kerosene, swamp areas 
should be drained, smail impressions 
should be filled with earth. 


Petroleum has become the standard 


agent for treating mosquito breeding 
water. 
In the summer of I'.KtO W. ,T. 


Matheson got very successful results 
by treating an area of several square 
miles on the north shore of Long Island 
with kerosene combined with certain 
drainage work. The aririy regulations 
in Cuba provide for the .treatment of 
breeding places with kerosene, and the 
results are reported to be admirable. 


The best petroleum for the purpose is 


found to be a light fuel oil. The lamp 
burning oil is too volatile to be long ef- 
fective, the crude oil is too thick. 'The 
oil Is effective for from ten days to two 
weeks, when the application must be 
renewed. The army regulations iu Ou- 


st first required the application of 


the oil once a month. Subsequently 
this order xvaa changed to twice a. 
month. The best method Of applying 
it is found to he by simply pouring It' 
upon the water with a watering pot or 
from a dipper. 


As to the method of dealing with 


mosquito infested bouses Mr, Howard 
says tbat first of all the house must be 
thoroughly screened. To kill mosquitoes 
ia a house Feriul and Luoiuuo recoin- 
.tnend chloride gas. Pour iuto a dinner 
plate containing four or five spoonfuls 
of chloride of lime five or ten cubic 
centimeters of crude sulphuric acid. 
This liberates the chlorine gas, which 
kills the mosquitoes. This plan can be 
used only in rooms which are not in- 
habited, or In which the vapors can be 
permitted to remain for several hours. 
The burning of pyrethrutn powder in a 
room will also kill mosquitoes, or at 
least stupefy them. 
The pyrethrum 


powder should be moistened and then 
molded into little cones which are dried- 
:n the oven. When one of these cones 
Is ignited at its summit with a match,] 
t .will smolder slowly, filling the room 
with smoke which to onost.people is not 
unpleasant. The Chinese use pine or 
uniper sawdust mixed with a small 
quantity,of brimstone and an "ounce of 
•arsenic ran into slender bags in a dry 
itate. Each bag is colled like a snake 
and tied \vlth .a thread.

congregation of intelligent auditors, 
who, 
after listening to the scholarly 


discourse for ;:n hour and a half, un- 
mnv'.ful of the intense sultry atmos- 
phere that prevaded the house, sat 
spellbound, at the close, loth to leave 
without partaking more deeply of the 
speaker's eloquence. 


As Dr. Adams himself said, at the 


begining of his lecture, many who 
•went to bear him last night expected 
to hear -the stage and its influences 
and environments 
denounced 
and 


relegated'to the long list of worldly 
things that are under the ban of good 
morals. Of this impression, however,! 
the auditors were soon undeceived 
for Dr. Adams, in'unmeasured tsrms,i 
declared that he loved the stag.? and 
believed its influences to he great 
and gooil because in the good, clean 
tragedy and dram,! man sees himself 
pictured as he is. If the stage has de- 
generated and. as it has with many 
hundreds of the modern plays, be- 
come debauched from the standard 
that Was credited for it by the. ira- 
mortal Shakespeare, who is to !>s held 
responsible .for that condition? It ia 
not the actor, nor the play write, nor 
the manager. They give you just 
what you want. All who can should 
be theatre goers and all should de- 
mand that nothing but clean plays he 
booked. It is the theatre gofer Who 
moulds the present and future'of the 
stage. 


With remarkable descriptive power 


in his marvelous .eloquence Dr. Adams 
took his audience to the old theatre 
in London where they saw the early 
rendition *>f Shakespeare's plays, ia 
which the actors in their primitive 
costumes on rough platforms devoid 
of scenery and, with footlights of can- 
dles stuck into the necks of gin -bot- 
tles, impersonated the characters -in 
whom Sh.'jXespear 
embodied 
every 


phase of the' good and evi! that -;is 
found in auihanity's realm. In those 
primitive'-gay's of the stage the gallery 
gods occupied the pit, standing ire the 
mud upon bare earth while the 'lords 
and ladies occupied the galleries; but 
the lessons taught and the impres- 
sions and influences 
created 
were 


wholesome and lasting. 


The next theatre visited was the 


Empire on Broadway, New York, at 
an afternoon matinee when hundreds 
of the young girl buds of N«w York's 
four hundred smart set, sat for four 
hours.-listening .to'the polished epi- 
grams' that went to make up the great 
society play that had had a ruit of 300 
nights in I<ond0n. Those young wo 
men'sitting there listening to. the dia- 
logues of endless, suggestive epigrams 
eagerly drinking of their poisonous 
undercurrent that' appealed not 
to 


their higher morals was an ..illustra- 
tion of the debauchery of the stag** 
in its most-'demoralizing form, 


At a Bowery theatre and at As; 


tin Daly's theatre the scenes were far 
different. The plays, players and gal 
lery'gbds were'rough and uncouth hut 
the play ^was found to be inspiring to 
a loftier (deal than could ever fcave 
been conceived from any impression 
to be gained, at the Empire's matinee.
